Gen. Lee, at the close of the war, received innu- 
merable offers to engage in commercial enterprises. 
Insurance companies, railroads, and many large 
corporations at the South were anxious to pay him 
any salary he might demand, solely for the use of 
his name, without_any labor on his part, or the in- 
| curring of any ity whatever. A commit- 

tes of Englishmen, with the Duke of Sutherland and 
Mr, Beresford Hope at the head, offered him in fee 
a splendid estate in one of the midland counties of 
Engiand, coupled with a guarantee of an income of 
£5,000 a year as long as he lived. He gratefully de- 
clined all of these offers, and accepted the presi- 
dency of Washington and Lee University at a salary 
of $3,000. Here he earned his living as the hardest 
worker in a hard working faculty in training the 
youth of the country up to the very hour of the 
paralytic stroke which immediately preceded his 
death. 

Gen. Lee left three sons. They, too, received 
many offers of a similar kind, afd likewise declined 
them. Two of these sons are now prosperous 
plantérs in Virginia. The third succeeded his father 
in the presidency of Washington and Lee University, 
and has filled the position with credit for the last 
thirteen years. 


Rallroads and Wheat.

| Kighty-cent wheat at Chicago means fifty-cent 
wheat in the interior towns of the Western winter 
wheat region, and it means low prices in all the ter- 
ritory tributary to the Northwestern system of rail- 
roads. The short-sighted kings of transportation, 
confident of the imperial position supposed to be 
ocettpled by our wheat flelds, arrogantly attempted 
to levy toll on the workers of the world. The at- 
tempt has been a failure. The sums of money nec- 
essary to pay interest on the bonds, and dividends 
on the stock of the railroads can fio longer be de- 
rived from the agriculturists, who in the future will 
have to sell wheat from fifty to eighty cents per 
bushel. They cannot pay their taxes and live on 
fifty-cent wheat. It is Assérted that the roads can 
not han! for less than they are now doing, apd pay 
dividends on their ock. Probably not, but stil 
théy will have to haul for less, or they will, to a 
great extent, drive the agricultural population out 
of wheat-raising. The effect of that would be that 
they could no longer pay the interest on their bonds. 
There is no alternative. Freight charges have got 
to be lowered to allow our sufplus wheat to find a 
market; ahd if the roads can no longer earn eight 
per cent. on watered stock they can, probably, if 
well managed, earn the interest on their bonds.
